MAKE THEM FEEL IT 


The “Not Forgotten” fund is still 
considerably short of the amount that is 
required to provide a suitable measure of 
Christmas cheer for the hundred and 
three veterans and victims of the great 
war who are confined to beds in the Uni- 
versity hospital, It falls even farther 
short of being a proper expression, even 
for the times, of the regard in which the 
service of these men is held by the people 
of Edmonton and Alberta, and of the 
sympathy that goes out to them in being 
called upon to pay so heavy a price for 
having rendered that service. 

With Christmas little more than a 
week away, it is to be hoped, and may 
also be expected with confidence, that 
contributions will come in more freely 
from this time on, and that the aggregate 
will be a sum sufficient for the purpose 
in view and in keeping with the 
concern the public feel for those who 
suffer because they served. The claims 
upon liberality are many, urgent and 
deserving. But these men must be made 
to realize that—be conditions what they 
may —they are not, and never will be, 
forgotten. 

THE BEAVER RIVER BRIDGE 

Work is to start at once on the bridge 
by which the Canadian National line now 
‘nding at Bonnyville will be carried across 
he Beaver River, en route to Cold Lake 
ind on to St. Walburg, Saskatchewan. 
Construction of the railway, it is to be as- 
umed, will proceed as soon as the bridge 
has been completed, 

The filling in of the hundred mile gap 
between Bonnyville and St. Walburg, and 
of a shorter gap between Turtleford and 
Shellbrook, will give the National system 
another through line across the prairie 
provinces from Winnipeg to Edmonton. 
This will be the most northerly cross- 
prairie route yet opened up, and the only 
one traversing the territory north of the 
North Saskatchewan. 

The completion of this line will place 
Hdmonton in direct railway connection 
with Prince Albert, The Pas and Port 
Churchill, and give to the whole range of 
country north of the Saskatchewan the 
advantages of easy access to the new 
Hudson Bay port. This city, and the 
towns and settlements north of that river, 
will thus be placed in position to secure 
their share of whatever benefits may of- 
fer through the opening up of the new 
“short cut’ to Europe. 

Of more immediate interest, the exten- 
sion of the present railway to Cold Lake 
will provide shipping facilities for the ex- 
tensive fishing industry that is carried on 
there and at adjacent lakes, and for a 
considerable area of farming country in- 
to which settlers penetrated many years 
ago. Cold Lake is itself one of the finest 
bodies of water in this part of the pro- 
vince, and the creation of an import- 
ant summer resort is in prospect there 
when railway service is secured. 

The building of this bridge, some 
hundred and seventy miles from Hdmon- 
ton, is therefore a matter of more than 
casual interest to this city, and a very 
important move toward the opening up 
and development of the country lying 
north of the Saskatchewan in this and the 
neighboring province. It is to be hoped 
the completion of the line, of which the 
bridge is a necessary part, will be accom- 
plished with all reasonable speed. 


THE TRANS-CANADA HIGHWAY 


Hon. Thomas Murphy, Minister of the 
tnterior, says the Dominion Government 
will build a seventeen mile stretch of 
highway to the west of Jasper Park, link- 
ng up with the British Columbia highway 
thet is being built from Kamloops 
through Blue River. Also that location 
urveys for the unfinished road between 
Jasper and Yellowhead have been made 
and estimates prepared. This in response 
to a letter from Mr. Bury, M. P. for East 
Edmonton, inquiring as to the chance of 
federal aid for the construction of the 
proposed trans-Canada highway through 
Saskatoon to Edmonton and on to Jasper 
via the Jasper trail. 

The Kast Edmonton member can 
hardly be congratulated on the amount of 
information he succeeded in extracting 
from the Minister on the subject of his 
inquiry. It is interesting of course to 
know that the Dominion Government is 
going to cerry out its undertaking with 
the Government of British Columbia, and

that the highway system in the Park is | 
to be completed.

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Health and Diet Advice

MANIPULATIVE TREATMENTS OF JOINTS 

Whenever two bones come together, especially in 
joints where there is a slight but not free movement, 
as in the spine, ribs, bones of the pelvis, wrist, and 
in the bones of the feet, there is a possibility of in- 
jury through a slight misplacement, which often 
results in severe symptoms. With these slight mis- 
placements, the joints may become inflamed and 
sore. It is also possible for nerves to be affected 
either by pressure of the bones themselves, or from 
the inflammation of the joints, and in this way con- 
vey the soreness and tenderness to parts of the body 
far removed from the joint. It is difficult to deter- 
mine whether or not these misplacements have oc- 
curred unless one is very skilled in searching for 
them. If you will have someone press his fingers 
up and down your spine you will probably find one 
or more spots that are much more tender than the 
other spots, and the chances are that some such 
misplacements have taken place at these points, A 
doctor who is skilled in making this kind of a diag- 
nosis can usually determine just where these sensi- 
tive spots are just from an examination without ask- 
ing any questions of the patient. ‘This is because 
the tissues in the immediate area of the misplace- 
ment become thickened or swollen and’ there is less 
movement because of muscular tension. Even x-ray 
pictures, unless they are very carefully taken at the 
right angles, sometimes fail to disclose these exceed- 
ingly fine dislocations which, even though they are 
but slight, may produce quite a serious discomfort. 

Many cases of neuritis in the arm, for example, are 
caused by slight misplacements in the vertebrae at 
the lower part of the neck, even without the patient 
being aware of any trouble in the area where the 
misplacement occurs. It is very easy, however, to 
trace the tender nerve up to the spot where the pres- 
sure occurs, and often the neuritis disappears com- 
pletely after two or three treatments which restore 
the bones to their normal position. Many troubles 
of the legs and even of the feet can be traced to 
slight displacements of the lower vertebrae or to the 
pelvic bones and these troubles also often disappear 
in the same way. 

Anatomists have argued among themselves as to 
whether the injurious effect upon the nerves is 
caused by a pressure of the bones or ligaments, or 
whether it is a simple spreading of the inflammation 
of the joint to the nerve, but the fact remains that 
these troubles will often clear up in a remarkably 
short time if the position of the joint is corrected. 

Upon this fact is based the phenomenal success 
of osteopath, chiropractic, and Swedish manipula- 
tions in many troubles. One saould not make the 
mistake, however, of assuming that every trouble can 
be traced to this cause. Success in the healing art 
must depend upon a good all round knowledge of the 
thousands of different factors which may enter into 
the production of disease,

Just eat all the raw food you can in proper 
combination,

Like a flash, Voltaire turned to his niece, Madame 
Denis, “Quick, Madame,” he sald, “pleast bring me a 
pair of snuffers.” 

But if the great man detested flattery, he knew 
his worth too well to be humble. It was his conscious- 
ness of his high position as a genius that ruined one 
of the dearest hopes of his life. Son of a notary, 
Voltaire's greatest desire was to “get in” with King 
Louis XV. He wanted to be honored at court. 

Madame de Pompadour, the beautiful and clever 
mistress of the king, gave him her friendship, as she 
gave it to all Nterary men *‘ho would have it—Jean 
Jacques Rousseau, for one, spurned it—and obtained 
him an appointment as a Genticman of the Bed- 
chamber, But somehow he could not establish himself 
at Versailles on the basis for which he hoped, 

Once, it appeared that he was about to succeed, 
Madame de Pampadour laid out «a most promising 
scheme. She requested the poet to write a play in 
honor of the victories of Louis XV. Of course Louis 
was to be the hero and to receive generous treatment 
in thr lines, 

The play took the form of a ballet called “The 
‘Temple of Glory.” It was performed at Versailles with 
members of the court filling most of the roles. 
Pompadour appeared as the Goddess of Glory, The 
character of Louls XV., thinly disguised under the 
name of Emperor ‘Trajan, was played by a skilled 
actor, 

Voltaire, in honor of the occasion, was a highly 
elated guest in the royal box. When, in the last act, 
the Goddess of Glory led the Emperor into the 
Temple of National Felicity, his joy over the success 
of the presentation was so great that he forgot the 
respect due Louis, 

“Trajan,” he asked, throwing both arms around 
the king, and giving him an enthusiastic hug, “do you 
recognize yourself?" 

Attendants rushed forward and selsed him, for 
harm to the sovereign was always anticipated, 
Voltaire's happiness turned cold under the hostile 


stare of Louis. He had lost his best chance at gain- 
ing royal fayor, 

Needless to say he avenged himself! upon Louts 
with his pen,

IT shall devote it to my 
readers, and first. to those oritical 
readers, the editors, who have made 
it possible for me to speak to an tn- 
visible audience from const to coast 


and even in foreign lands, My ap- 
preciation of their hospitality ts 
cordial; I am a guest in their 


household, and this is my “bread 
and butter” letter of thanks, 

My correspondents have been equ- 
ally helpful Letters have come to } 
me from all classes, Some have 
called on me in person, They give | 
me a profound sense of the reality 
of human difficulties which the 
weay and tear of modern life has 
brought in its trail, Assuredly we 
have not begun to make the proper 
provisions to help those who cannot 
quite solve their own problems, and 
in nine cases out of ten, for no fault 
of their own, only that life has 
been hard and their own organiza- 
tion sensitive to its blows. To all 
of them I am indebted for providing 
me with the case histories for my 
discussions, If now and then I have 
been ably to help one and another 
out of thelr troubles or to see their 
difficulties in a truer light, I am 
pleased 

By no means have all correspon- 
dents presented personal difficulties 
and asked for a'd, “Quite a few 
have asked questions showing an in- 
telligent interest in the affairs of 
mind and a critical appreciation of 
the importance of psychology and 
ils applications to mental hygiene 
and right living. They have helped 
me as often by disagreeing with my 


interpretations as by confirming 
them, 

The one question that has been 
asked more frequently than any 
other is this: “How can you think 
of something to write about every 
day?" The answer is simple, “Keep- 
ing Mentally Vit" is a vast human 
interest, and human interests are as 
exhaustiess as human nature, The 
human scene is fascinating, not al- 
ways gay or exelting, more often 
depressing and pitiable, but there 
is always a new phase of the illimit- 
able kingdom of mind and tts regu- 
lation, and I have no fear of run- 
ning out of subjects or finding my 
occupation gone, so long as T can 
retain the interest of editors and 
readers. 

Indeed I have sought and found a 
wider public through the publishers 
who have issued in book form two 
volumes, one entitled “Keeping 
Mentally Fit,” the other “Piloting 
Your Life.” These would never have 
appeared but for the occupation 
which has now reached ils thou- 
sandth article, 

The human brain developed under 
conditions vastly different from the 
circumstances under which we 
twentieth century Americans live; 
yet we must live that complicated 
life with the same equipment, We 
have put an enormous and un- 
natural strain on that organ, and 
that has precipitated the necessity 
of the study of mind and its wise 
regulation to meet the problems of 
our way of living. It has brought 


about a world-wide movement for

(1) Immediately call an economic 
disarmament conference of the 
nations, as suggested by Irving 
Bush, to shift the world’s economic 
relations from the fleld of conflict 
to the field of co-operation, This 
is more urgently important than 
the scrapping of battleships, | 

(2) Encourage the Stable Money | 
Association to prepare a bold plan 
for the revision of the credit struc- 
ture, 

(3) Create a Supreme Economic 
Council, similar to the War Indus- 
tries Board, manned by the best un- 
paid brains we can muster from 


the ranks or government, trade 
associations, organized labor, 
organized agriculture, and the 


consuming millions, and put such 
council at the task of preparing a 
10 year plan for co-ordinate eco- 
nomic development, One of its big 
jobs, as Mr. Chase sees it, would be 
the prevention of investment in ex- 
cess. plaut capacity that would 
aggravate rather than allay the 
present excess of production over 
demand. | 

(4) Revise the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law to permit the regulariza- 
tion of production and the alloca 
tion of markets with adequate safe- 
guerds of our natural resources and 
adequate protection of the con- 
sumer against monopoly prices. 

(5) Substitute for the declining 
motor car industry, as a new 
stimulus to prosperity, a vast pro- 
gram of s'um destruction and home 
coustruetion, as advocated by ‘The 
New Republic, | 

(6) Abolish stock exchange | 
gambling by reforms to the elabora- 
tion of whieh Professor William Z. 
Mipiey could bring sage and sound 
counsel! 

(7) Resist wage reduction and 
promote @ progressive reduction of | 
hours as the most available steps 
towards absorbing technological un- | 
employment, and devise a nation- | 
wide unt mployment ingsupance pro- 
gram to take care of the immediate 
situation 

This specific sort of thinking 1s 
the type of consideration that 
liberals shou'd now be giving to the 
politico-economic situation; itis not 
4 Ume for the merely fervent 
preachment of liberal prineiples, but 
4 time for dealing with concrete

Gen. Ross Addresses 
Canadian Leg’n Men

LLOYDMINSTER, Dec. 16,—Gen- 
eral Ross of Yorkton, president of the 
Saskatchewan command of the Cana- 
dian Legion, addressed the members 
of the local branch at a meeting held 
in the Masonic hall, The speaker was 
introduced to the gathering number- 
ing about 50 by Comrade Colonel 
Laws, 

Comrade General Ross gave the 
most inspiring address ever heard by 
members of the legion in this district. 
He outlined the history of the re- 
turned mens’ association in Canada up 
till the time when they mostly all

He | 
noted with regret that the Lioyd- 
minster branch which used to be 
fairly strong had fallen off consider- 
ably in the last few yeors, and he 
could not understand why, especially 
as this district was almost entirely 
English. In comparison with other 
districts the number of members was 
extremely dosappointing. Bome for-

ADMINISTERED 


W. R. ttaereen, M.L.A.,

“There are two divisions in the 
courts of justice—eriminal and civil— 
and the work of these divisions is to 
maintain justice between man and 


man, man and corporation, and man |

M.L.A., during an address on “Alber- 
ta’s Law Courts,” to the Gyro club 
in the Macdonald hotel Tuesday, 
CRIMINAL CODE. 

Criminal law 1s largely set down tn 
the Criminal Code of Canada, The 
lowest possible court is that of the 
justice of the peace, said the speaker, 
and following this is the police mag- 
istrate’s court, 

If the magistrate, in trying a major 
case, finds that there ts sufficient evi- 
dence against the accused, the case 
will go to the criminal court. If the 
accused elects to be tried summarily, 
a district court judge tries him. If 
not, he is allowed to be tried by a 
judge and jury of six in western Can- 
ada, said Mr, Howson, 

APPEALING DECISIONS. 

From decision of the supreme court 
judge, or judge and jury, there is an 
appeal to the appeal court of five 
judges, From this point, in a case of 
murder, an appeal can be made to 
the minister of justice at Ottawa, de- 
c‘ared the speaker 

Mr. Howson then dealt with civil 
courts, 

Mr, Howson paid tribute to the po- 
lice magistrates in this city stating 
that no fairer magistrates could be 
found anywhere 

In conclusion Mr, Howson declared 
that the laws of the province were ad- 
ministered with justice and fairness 
by all magistrates and judges, and 
that Alberta might well be proud of 
these men,

Don't ever forget it! London—the
